ASKS FOR AN EXTRA SESSION

Would Have Legislature Pro-jliil»il Former Governor Irr«.»in
Making Sale of Land.

[ Special to The Tunes-Dispatch.1Washington. « »ctobor li Congress¬
man Frank Clark, of Florida, to-day
sent t»» riywrtior J':irk Tratnmell, of
that State. a telegraphic demand tint.1

Florida.

Th. s- .1 i pat i.ame
from California, where a land law
against which Japan protested deprives
them of tJie right to own realty

t'lfliiiate I'lirpoM' I* War.
In his telegram to Governor Tram-

ttiell. Congressman Clark sa>s:
"Japan is looking for more territory

It is h"r purpose to colonize a largi
part of Mexico, and It is also her pur¬
pose t" locate within the borders ot
continental L'nlted Stater. as many
thousands atid hundreds of thousands
of Japanese as we will permit. her ulti¬
mate purpose being war with this coun¬
try. i^he has students to-day tit prac¬
tically every college In the United
States.

"I am reliably informed that the
Japanese government is actually fur¬
nishing money to the subjects of "the
Mikado with which to purchase land in
the Cnite'i States. What does all this
mean'.' Don't you believe that we
should take every possible step to be
prepared if the conflict should come?

Protect flir \\ lilte I'eople.
"It is In your power to protect the

white people of Florida against an
influx of Mils undesirable, unasslmilable
yellow horde. You can call the Legis¬
lature int'> extraordinary session and
let our State follow the example of
California and forever clone our doors
to these Asiatic:-' Shall we endanger
our civilization and jeopardize the in-
teKrity of our race ?.i order solely that
a few land sharks may wax fat? God
forbid. Let Florida say to all t he
world, 'We want honest white settlers,
no matter from where they come; we
will welcome the Caucasian race, on
matter what his nationality, his reli¬
gion or his politics; but Florida has
not one inch of son for immigrants
of the black or yellow races."
Congressman Clark says he wants no

further complication of race problems.;
that the negro problem is sufficient for
Florida to handle at this time.

Authorship of Iteport.
Tlie resolution recommending the

Hermitage station was offered at the
last meeting of the Cnion Station Coin-
ntittee l»j Councilman 'Pollock. It ap-
'..ears that in .sending a corrected copyof the resolution to the clerk of the
(omniittee he prefaced the resolution
on his own initiative with the exhaus¬
tive report which no one last night re-!
nieinbered over seeing before. Mr.
Disney said that the report was nevci
passed upon by the committee, and was
unknown to him when ho signed it
under the Impression that it contained
only tfco resolution.
The apocryphal report sets forth that

while the committee does not doubt
that a union station would be desirable,the prospect of se/rurlng the co-opera¬
tion of all the roads to this end is re¬
mote. Sinco tho Council is without
power to compel the roads to enter into
.-» union station plan, the committee, tho
report states, deems It pertinent to
recommend the two-road station on
the Hermitage Club site as desirable.

If the report would have been per¬
mitted to stand, it would have met iu
large part tho objections that the com¬
mittee exceeded its powers. The fail¬
ure of Chairman Disney to recognize n
as otllcial. however, leaves the. contro¬
versy practically unchanged.

Aldermen l'owers uud Disney thought

that is in good condition to put down
a better pavement, when streets in the
outlying sections of tin* city are ig¬
nored. This body should In- first Just
a iid then liberal.
Alderman Powers took exception to

Mr. Puller's attack on the Finance
Committee, explaining that the meas¬
ure originated in tl.a Common Council
and was passed by the committee sole¬
ly upon its merits. It was not true, ho
said, that the committee dictated the
city's street Itnjirovement program, it
sought at :111 titties, ho said, to act
without respect to wiird or sectional
lines.
The measure was up for concurrence,

and when put upon its passage failed
to muster tlie two-thirds vote neces-
sary for its approval Alderman
Powers changed his vote from aye to
no and secured .i reconsideration of the
vote, and the measure was tabled.
